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Fire Drill Aboard “Spirit of Washington” 



T he Spirit Cruise Lines let one of their ships and two 
dozen off duty employees be used in a “fire and explo¬ 
sion” disaster drill by the US Coast Guard, DC and 
Alexandria Fire Depts. and the DC Police Harbor Patrol. 
“First responders” got to practice their disaster plans and 
training for fire and rescue in the case of a large vessel in the 
middle of the river. 

The Spirit of Washing¬ 
ton was anchored in the 
Potomac River near the Naval 
Research Laboratory. A mock 
fire and explosion with fake 
smoke and one crew member 
injured was reported by the 
ship. As real rescue boats and 
personnel arrived a second 
fire and explosion supposedly 
occurred with 25 casualties. 

How well would the half 
dozen rescue boats coordi¬ 
nate their effort? TV crews 
and other news media, 
including The Southwester, 
were allowed to ride along on 
The Spirit of Washington as 
observers.

Protect Present Housing 
Near South Capitol Street 


By Dale Maclver 

D Cs new Comprehensive Plan 
calls for special protection for 
existing SW housing from the 
“adverse impacts associated with increased 
density and traffic relating to stadium area 
development.” 

The Plan, being discussed at neighbor¬ 
hood meetings, such as the June 27 meet¬ 
ing at Arena Stage, has a special section 
called “Policy AW-2.2.6: South Capitol 
Neighborhood Buffers.” It is on page 23 
of the 43 page plan. It says, in full: 

“Ensure that the established communi¬ 
ties adjacent to the South Capitol Street 


corridor, including the James Creek and 
Greenleaf Gardens housing projects and 
adjacent residential areas, are buffered 
from adverse impacts associated with 
increased density and traffic relating to 
stadium area development. Conserve 
these communities as important parts 
of the city fabric , and as affordable 
housing resources for the Southwest 
community. ” [Ed. - Emphasis added by 
The Southwester]. 

Earlier language with similar emphasis 
on page 22 of the plan states, “Plans for 
this area...should retain and improve the 
established low-scale residential areas on 
the west side of South Capitol Street.”

Giant Digesters at the Blue Plains Sewage Treatment Plant , costing over $354 million will be a 
major expense of the $2 billion in improvements planned by WASA. They will reduce odor and 
reduce solids produced at Blue Plains from 1,300 tons a day to 650 tons a day and truck traffic from 


70 to 35 a day. 

T he average customers water and 
sewer bill of $43 a month will 
jump to $90 in 10 years to meet 
the areas need for better storm water 
runoff control and other improvements 
and to protect the Anacostia and Potomac 
Rivers from pollution. 

That will be the effect of new water 
and sewer rates to be voted on in Septem¬ 
ber by the Board of the Washington Water 
and Sewer Authority (WASA). Although 
the Congressional Budget Office projects 
inflation at 2.2% a year over the next ten 
years, the WASA Board is considering a 
7% increase in water bills for 2007 and a 
plan of keeping “rates steady and as low as 
reasonably possible, and to only introduce 
gradual increases as required,” according 
to remarks at the June 8 hearing by Board 
Chairman Glenn S. Gerstell. Their print¬ 
ed material shows an average 8% increase 


for 2008 and each year through 20014. 

Congress has authorized WASA to bor¬ 
row and spend $2 billion over the next 20 
years for capital construction in the DC 
area. A major project will be construction 
of 8 miles of METRO-rail sized tunnels 
to hold back rainwater to be gradually 
released to the Blue Plains sewage treat¬ 
ment plant instead of overflowing into 
the Anacostia and Potomac as at present. 
Raw sewage overflow into the SE rivers 
- 3 billion gallons a year at present -will 
be reduced by 96% according to WASA 
plans. 

Information about the WASA plans 
for increasing water rates was given out 
at a public meeting at the Southwest 
Branch Library and a public hearing of 
the board on June 8. WASAs website is 
www. WAS A. dc. gov.

T he political season for Southwest 
residents began with a Commu¬ 
nity Forum for Democratic can¬ 
didates for the Ward 6 Council seat. 

The event, arranged by Jan Eichhorn, 
President of The Ward 6 Democrats, was 
held on Capitol Hill in the Hine Jr. High 
School auditorium on Tuesday, April 
25th. 

The panel of Democratic candidates at

On Wednesday, May 31, at 7:30 pm, 
the Ward 6 Democrats hosted a forum 
with candidates for DC Council Chair 
Vincent Gray and Kathy Patterson and 
candidates for DC Council at-large A. 
Scott Bolden and Phil Mendelson. Mark 
Plotkin served as the forum moderator. It 
was a hectic evening as busloads of senior 
citizens crowded into the voting area for 
the straw poll. 

Vincent Gray won the straw poll for 
DC Council Chair, but accusations of 
vote tampering, ineligible voters and chal¬ 
lenged ballots were heard when the Ward 


6 Democrats announced that poll results 
in the at-large race between Mendelson 
and Bolden could not be determined 
What’s next?

Van Ness School Closing; Amidon, 
Bowen Could Be Combined 


T he D.C. Public School System 
is closing Van Ness Elementary 
School for lack of children, now 
that the Arthur Capper and Carrollsburg 
public housing complexes have closed and 
are being torn down. Replacement hous¬ 
ing for public housing residents in Near 
SE as part of the Hope Six construction in 
the Van Ness area is some years off. 

As part of the public schools master 
plan recently announced, Amidon (with 
285 students) and Bowen (with 242 stu¬ 
dents) Elementary Schools in Near SW 


will lose their sixth grade students to Jef¬ 
ferson Jr. High. Elementary Schools are 
supposed to have between 300 and 500 
students, so these two Southwest schools 
could face “consolidation,” with one or 
the other closed. 

The Board of Education gave Superin¬ 
tendent Janney until May 28 to eliminate 
one million square feet of the school 
systems 16.2 million square feet of build¬ 
ing space.

Safe Sitters Ages 11 to 13

T he dog days of summer are upon 
us and many small children will 
be at home while their parents 
are working. Handling crises, keeping 
children safe and secure, and nurturing 
and guiding a young child has been one 
of the many successful programs that 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
Youth Activities Task Force (YATF) has 
provided to the community since its 
inception in 1982. 

YATF has trained more than three doz¬ 
ens Safe Sitters over the past several years 
who will be babysitting for their younger 
siblings or a neighbors child while the 
parent or guardian is at work or away 
from home. 

Through the Safe Sitter training, ado¬ 
lescent girls and boys ages 11-13 role 
play and practice the skills of caring for 
children in their charge, behavior man¬ 
agement, first aid and safety, and choking 
and rescue breathing. 


In addition, through role playing and 
class discussions, adolescents are taught 
babysitting as a business so that any prac¬ 
tice with their siblings or neighbor’s chil¬ 
dren will give them greater experience and 
confidence, enabling them to be more 
marketable as a paid Safe Sitter. 

If you know of any individual, group, 
organization or church that is interested 
in Safe Sitter training, please contact 
YATF Safe Sitter Instructor Thelma Jones 
at (202) 488-3746. Funded by River Park 
Friends, Portal Associates, and YATF, 
classes are usually held in River Parks 
South Common Room at 1311 Delaware 
Avenue, SW. 

A continental breakfast and lunch is 
provided for the full day training. In addi¬ 
tion, each participant is required to pass a 
test which helps to ensure that the student 
has mastered the skills of an effective Safe 
Sitter. YATF is one of only two registered 
Safe Sitter sites in the nations capital, 
including being the only registered site for 
several years. 
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Collaborative Helps Ward 6 Families

T heir office and Family Support 
Center #1 are on the third floor of 
the Syphax office building at 1501 
Half St., SW, but they are responsible 
for serving families throughout Ward 6. 

Family Support Center #2 is at Potomac 
Gardens at 10th St. SE. The summer 
youth program is at St. Matthews Baptist 
Church on New Jersey Ave. SE. Other 
contracted partners include Sasha Bruce 
Youth Work, Kidsafe at Randall Rec. 
on I St. SW and CAG on Capitol Hill. 

They are highly visible in the neighbor¬ 
hoods through monthly public luncheon 
meetings rotating back and forth across 
Ward 6. They are the SWWR for short, 
standing for “South Washington West of 
the River Family Strengthening Collab¬ 
orative,” started in 1997 as one of seven 
neighborhood-based agencies funded pri¬ 
marily by DCs Child and Family Service 
Administration to prevent the abuse and 
neglect of children and strengthen com¬ 
munities through collaborative efforts. 

This year alone a staff of 9 Family Sup¬ 
port Workers have helped 141 families 




with issues ranging from housing and 
employment to mental health, budgeting, 
school management and more. Thirty- 
eight “youth aging out” have received help 
in transitioning out of foster care. 

Events sponsored by SWWR include 
another Health Fair at King Greenleaf 
Rec. Oct. 7 this year, job fairs, and 
monthly financial workshops.
